Ohio «8B wEkiDR a epeeoh, he used this 
langaBKe: "Until the republisMi party 
camo into power not ona aore ot the pub- 
lic lands bad ever been Rranted to r«U- 
roriils or other 
corporatioas." 
This 


ttatement it made by General Powell 
onlj, would be ot little cocseqnenoe, bnt 
i t tias been made repeatedly by the demo- 
tratio press during the preetnt year for 
tbo purpose ot bDOjtinc the admmiatra- 
tion. 


When Senator 
Sherman made his 


speech at Wilmington, Ohio, on Thurs- 
day, bo tool; occasion to answer Gene- 
ral Powell on tbe lind grant question. It 
appears from (lie ooDRreeeicijal records 
ILat tho policy ot grantiog lands to rail- 
ways or to states Eor railway purposes 
vrasstarudas for beck as 1831, by tie 
grant ol immense ond very valuable 
trac's of land in Illinois by the demo- 
cratic party, led by Mr. Douglas, and that 
at every oonpreas afterward, and prior to 
Lincoln's election, under 
democratic 


rule, and with tbe approval of a demo- 
cratic president, large grants of public 
lands have been repeatedly made to aid 
in building railroads, and this, too, when 
after 
t«o democratic presidents had 


votad the grant of public lands to sot- 
tiers for homesteads. There was no di- 
vision on party lines as to the railroad 
grants, but it was deemed Rood policy to 
grout alternate sections of, land to tbe 
statts when tbe land was in a state, and 
to corporations when ths land was in 
territories, to secure tbe construction ot 
railroads through vast unsettled regions, 
and Sir. Sherman believes, and all men 
of good cense believe, that while eome 
of the grants were improvident and out 
of 
time, the policy, as a whole, was a 


wise one. 


Another charge made by tho democratic 


prsss is "that tbo republican party in- 
augurated a new policy and it was kept 
up by tbat party until we find that in 
oand numbers 200,000 000 acres ot the 
pnblio domain had been granted to rail- 
road corporations." Tbe answer tofjttue 
is, aa stated by Mr, Sherman, that the 
grants to whicb reference is made are 
mainly the several Pacific 
railroads, 


which were made not only without party 
divisions, but iu accordance with nation- 
al platforms of both the democratic aad 
republican parties, and by tbe votes o, 
republican and democratic senators and 
members. 


Another statement made by General 


Powell and reiterated by tho democratic 
press, is this: 


As soon as the democrats obtained a 


working majority in the house of repre- 
sentatives they at onoe,trne to the pledge 
end policy of the party, began tho work 
of restoring to tho public domain til 
theee unearned trocts ot land. They 
have passed bills (which have also passed 
the senate and became 
laws) 
for 


feitmg and reclaiming 'or the people 
from flvo railroads GO,4S2,2'10 acres, or 
78,878 square miles of laud. 


Of course this statement is absolutely 


false. Many of roads failed to construct 
roads in accordance with the grants, and 
as a matter of course did not get the 
grants. Tbe democratic party has been 
IE power in the houro of representatives 
ten oat of twelve yesre, 6r d in one con- 
gress thpyhave a majority in bott boaees, 
and what have tbe democrats done in the 
way of repealing land grants? Letsome 
well informed democratic answer tho 
question. They have never been active 
in any effort to repeal the grants, that 
work being largely doce by republicans 
and Mr. Sherman says he voted for 
erery one ot tho bills. 


These ore facts thai we well worth 


remembering when democratic npeakera 
and the democratic preft begin to boast 
of democratic efforts in congress to keep 
the public domain out of the hands of 
railway corporations 


'•Michigan," it says," "has one source of
